I advised Tr. Fletcher that obr agents had interviewed SHAPIRO 
through whom the rutc were purchased by CHA^tHE'iS; that SHAPIRO had admitted 
buying the rugs for CHATTERS and recalled sending them to SILVERtAAT^ or 
SILVTRJ'A.S'niH in Vicshington. SHAPIRO is not quite sure of the name. V/e 
have located the sales slips for these rugs and have ascertained that 
SHAPIRO gave a clieck for $600 and cash in the amount of ;1275 for them. 
'.Ve thus have definite evidence that the rugs were purchased as CHA\!BERS 
states and that they were sent to ^'ashington. Tlie date of the sales slips 
is in the letter part of December, 1936 and the shipment to Washington 
was about l>ecember 2V, 1946. We have tried to trace the shipment through

CHAMBERS has stated that subsequent to the arrival of the rags in 
VVashineton, which must have been early in Jaiuary, 1937, he and HISS rode 
out to a restaurant in "ashington in HISS's car and met SlLVEE?iAN there, 
and SILVER'AI^ had one of the rugs in the beck of his car which was given 
to HISS. This is hi^ly important inasmuch as it now appears possible to 
show a meeting between HISS and CHAMBERS in early January, 1937, contrary 
to the statements of HISS before the GJ» I advised that the company here 
cannot identify the rugs as they are individually made, although we do hai?e 
the measurements of the rugs. Therefore, there is some question as to 
whether we want to get hold of the other three rugs at this time* I advised 
him we are giving this considerable thought and will be in touch with the 
Bureau furtiier on it.

On the afternoon of Ftebruary 2, 19-i9| a conference was held with As- 
sistant Director E. J. Connelley at v/hich were present Special Agents J* V*« 
Kelly, T. G. Spencer, and J. T. Hilsbos, and the problem of the preparation of 
a prosecutive summary report >»as discussed in some details On this occasion 
Vr* Connelley outlined his ideas how such report should be prepared, both as 
to form and substance, and the following is a suimrary of the outline prescribed 
by Assistant Director Connelley: 

!• NAJ^RATIVE 

This portion should of course be a concise, chronological account 
of the allegations made by CHA^'BERS - that he was an active espionage 
agent, that in functioning in such capacity he met Subjeo^ ALGER HISS, 
and an account of the association between CHA^J'BERS anii^EsS leading 
up to the transmission of documents from the latter ^to the former 
should be set out. There should also be included in this section the 
testimony given by Subject ALGER HISS before the Grand Jury which re- 
sulted in his beinp indicted on two counts of perjury.

view of what is contradictory information furnished by CHAMBERS, if it 
is at all possible, it would be most appreciated if CHAMBERS could be 
brought to Thramston to actually point out the establishment at which 
he stayed and consequently to localise the investigation* ^t instance,' 
if CHAMBERS stayed at the Goodall Tourist Home, records fQfl/l937 are 
definitely not available and neither Mr* nor Mrs* GOODAU^ecognize the
